2 CIT ATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS _ m 

Claims 1-4 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Smithldine Beecham (WO 442). The WO 
publication describes similar compounds having the same uses as claimed herein. See pages 1-4 and in particular piperazmo species 
listed on page 10 t lines 20-21. Said species differs only in presence of 2 chlorines on phenyl rmg m place of nistant 2-chloro-3- 
fluorophenyl derivative in claims 1-4. Note that the WO reference teaches all halos as suitable substituents on the phenyl ring as can 
be seen from the definition of Y on page 4. Thus it would have been obvious to replace either chloro with fluorine and in so doing 
obtain a compound within the instant scope for uses described by WO '442. 

Claims 1-4 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus possess industrial appHcability because the subject 
matter claimed can be made or used in industry. Compounds are described for a variety of uses based on their activity as 1L-8 
receptor antagonists. 
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
